LONDON, April 23.—All_ three 
British. political parties take the 
position today that the American 
naval proposals as put forward by 
Ambassador: Hugh S. Gibson at 
Geneva yesterday merit the enthusi- 
astic consideration of the British 
Government. 

Indeed, all three parties will be 
found. espousing the general princi- 
ples Jaid down by the American 
spokesman—so much so that Sir 
Austén Chamberlain, the Foreign 
Minister, may find occasion tomor- 
row to make an official statement in 
the House of Commons favorable to 
the new naval suggestions. 

Among many Conservatives there 
is expressed the wish that the Tory 
Government take a position publicly 
and quickly.in a generous response 
to. the American initiative and thus 
prevent the Liberal and Labor: can- 
didates from obtaining further ad- 
vantage by representing the Conser- 
vatives as being opposed to real 
naval reduction—therefore, as far as 
the principles laid dawn by Mr. Gib- 
son are concerned, they are due to 
be espoused by all the English par- 
tiés without -loss of time.in. view .of 
the coming Parliamentary elections. 

Concrete Terms Awaited. 

Of course, the Admiralty ‘is waiting 
with great interest for Mr. Gibson 
and his delegation to translate into 
concrete terms the general declara- 
tion he made yesterday. Tt is argued 
that his statement might mean sev- 
eral things—it might mean an Ameri- 
can concession toward the British 
stand on cruisers; for example.

PARIS, April 23.—Although there 
is little hope among them of any 
such satisfactory settlement being 
reached as: they believed: possible un- 
til last Thursday, the reparations ex- 
perts decided today to continue to 
strive for such a settlement until the 
last possible moment. They are clos- 
ing none of the doors by which ‘it 
may. possibly come, and they are 
seeking to open new ones. ; 

Today, for the first ‘time since 
Thursday of last week, they held a 
plenary session. It was the __post- 
poned meeting at which was-to have 
been read last Friday the report. of 
the subcommittee which found ‘no 
agreement possible between the al. 
lied and German figures. 

Perhaps if the meeting ‘had not 
been postponed it might have taken 
a different turn. But these, - past 
days have brought relief fromthe 
tension of last Thursday ‘evening; if 
they have not brought any, modifica- 
tion of the situation. So Dr. Hiaimat;) 
Schacht, the chief German sseaaeet 
stays on. 

The committee will try to drat a 
report, and if its report must finally 
be incomplete it will leave at least 
some constructive work’ for ‘the gov- 
ernments to build on. 


The Official Explanation. 


Atter this. meeting the following 
communiqué describing the situation 
was issued: 


The committee received and or- 
dered to be. filed the report 
of the subcommittee of last week, 
stating that agreement as to fig>~ 
ures: had .not.-been reached.. The 
committee in plenary session there- 
upon unanimously decided upon 
the appointment of a-subcommit- 
tee to be charged with the work 
of outlining the chief points to be 
embodied in a report. The chiefs 
of each group were designated to 
act as such committee. 


‘While this work is proceeding on 
points already agreed upon it is an- 
ticipated that efforts by all groups 
alike will be continued in order to 
arrive at an agreement upon points 
on which accord has not been 
reached. 


It is expected that this generat 
procedure will result in saving of 
time and, by defining the area of 
agreement, in advancing the final 
work of the committee. 


Snags Encountered at Outset. 


That communiqué tells the whole 
story of today’s proceedings. The 
subcommittee met at once, and again 
in the afternoon, to begin its work, 
but even at the start it found diffi- 
culties. For instance, when the 
scheme’ for the establishment of.an 
international bank for payments was 
first..drafted it was in. principle 
agreed to by all the delegates that it 
would handle in the first place the 
unconditional payments, which should 
be used as the basis of a series of 
bond issues.

HOOVER’S CRITICISM HIT 





Democrat Calls Scheme Heart 
of Bill—House Presses 
Its. Debate.

WASHINGTON, April .23.—Marked 
by a warning from Senator McNary 
of a Presidential veto if the export 
debenture plan was included, debate 
on farm relief began in the: Senate 
today with the Democrats’ generally 
lining up behind the plan so strongly 
opposed by Mr. Hoover. 

“I feel no doubt. whatever that, if 
the bill carrying ‘the debenture is 
sent. to the White House, it will ‘be 
disapproved by the President, ’ said. 
Senator McNary, who i chairman of 
the Agricultural Committee. 

Senator Caraway, Democratic mem- 
ber 6f the committee, opposed. aban- 
doning the plan. 

‘“‘When Mr. Hoover objects to the 
debenture,’’ he said,. ‘‘it is a confes- 
sion: that he knows the bill will not 
be effective without it. If you want 
to vote for a political bill, strike out 
the: debenture.” 2 

Debate went ahead in the House on 
its farm bill, with Democrats charg- 
ing that Representative Dickinson of 
Iowa and other Republicans. had 
stultified themselves by supporting 
the House measure and forgetting 
past declarations that no farm relief 
would be effective without the 
equalization. fee or an equivalent. 
General debate on the House bill 
ended tonight, and it will be taken 
up for amendments tomorrow in the 
hope that it canbe passed by Thurs- 
day. night or early Friday. ° 

Takes Up Hoover’s Objections. 


Any doubt that the Senate fight 
will revolve around the debenture 
plan was dissipated when Mr. Cara- 
way opened fire. He took. up. the 
President’s ten objections, each in 
turn. Replying to the contention 
that the debenture scheme would in- 
crease crop prices, with subsequent 
overproduction, he asked .what was 
the use of a farm relief bill if not 
to raise crop prices. 

On the other hand,.Senator Mc- 
Nary opposed the debenture on the 
ground of exigency, even though 
originally he had favored it in com- 
mittee. He objected, he said, on the 
basis that the debenture was a sub- 
sidy, which the American people 
would disapprove, as well as because 
he was convinced that President 
Hoover would veto the bill with the 
debenture. The debenture plan, he 
argued ‘‘would do the job’’ by mak- 
ing the tariff effective and increas- 
ing the price level of agricultural 
products. 

‘‘But, in my: opinion,” he continued, 
“the bill without the debenture, 
while, it will) not do the whole job, 
will greatly benefit agriculture, and 
wil! in the long run prove the most 
beneficial legislation ever passed by 
Congress for the farmer.”’

New Banking Head Scans Data 
in His Department and .Will:

An explanation of. the cause of ‘the 
failure of the City Trust Company 
seemed closer yesterday than‘at any 
time since it was closed on*Feb. 11 
by Superintendent of Banks Frank 
H. Warder. District Attorney Ban- 
ton started ‘‘a real investigation” of 
the City Trust affairs, and at the 
Banking Department Joseph A. 
Broderick, successor to Mr. Warder, 


inaugurated his régime by launching 


a searching inquiry in hig depart- 
ment of the bank failure, He prom- 
ised that his investigation would ‘be 
thorough and that he would make 
known his findings as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Mr.. Banton, who has held aloof 
from the City Trust situation be- 
cause no complaint of criminal pro- 
ceedings: had been received by him, 
started action immediately after he 
received a specific complaint, Mor- 
ris Bernhard, 971 East Tenth Street, 
Brooklyn, a _ stockholder owning 
twenty-eight shares of stock (and 
himself a banker) for which he 
paid $10,160, appeared to complain 
“as a stockholder defrauded by the 
action of the officials of the bank.” 
He was accompanied by his attor- 
ney, Harry Mabel, of 1,440 Broad- 
way, who served as attorney for a 
group of stockholders who formed a 
protective committee. 

Little Specific Information. 

Mr. Bernhard had little specific 
evidence of wrongdoing in connection 
with the affairs of the bank, Mr. 
Banton said, except such evidence as 
has been brought out in the Lancia 


Motors and Michael F. Longo bank- 


ruptcy hearings. Lancia Motors was 
another enterprise of the late F: M. 
Ferrari, who was president of: the 
City Trust Company, and Longo, one 
of the stockholders of Cjty Trust. 

As soon as he had received Mr. 
Bernhard’s complaint Mr. Banton 
called upon Mr. Broderick to supply 
him with all of the information con- 
cerning the City Trust affairs which 
might suggest anything criminal. He 
sent a similar letter to Jeremiah T. 
Mahoney, special counsel in the liqui- 
dation, asking him to furnish proofs 
or any other evidence concerning the 
$500,000 forgeries committed  ‘‘with 
the connivance of Ferrari.’*. Mr. Ma- 
honey had written a letter to the 
Eagle Indemnity Company calling for 
payment of a bond because of these 
forgeries. 


Door Open to Full Inquiry. 

The specific complaint by Mr. Bern- 
hard, heretofore lacking, opens the 
door for a complete investigation of 
the many rumors and charges which 
have been .afloat since the day. the 
bank was closed. Mr. Banton could 
not outline the direction of ‘his ‘in-

Won Latest Victory in Long 
Battle for idea That Man 
From. Ranks Be Leader, 








NOTED FOR HIS COURAGE 





Contested Smith and Other Tam- 
many Powers in His 24 Years 
as Leader. 





By the selection of John F. Curry 
as the successor of George W. Ol- 
vany Tammany Hall has obtained a 
fighter who masks a courage and 
steadfasteness behind a genial cour- 
tesy which is his-most pronounced 
personal characteristic. 


Well dressed and well groomed, ac- 
tive and in splendid health, Mr. 
Curry, except for his white hair and 
mustache, does not look his fifty-six 
years. Although not in the least 
quarrelsome, Mr. Curry has never 
been known to run away from a 
fight, and he has fought with the 
best of them, including former Gov- 
ernor Smith, Judge Olvany and Sur- 
rogate Foley. He obtained his lead- 
ership twenty-four years ago by 
fighting, when he ran so close a 
race with Daniel F. McMahon that 
Mr. McMahon decided soon‘ after- 
ward to retire rather than risk an- 
other contest for the leadership of 
what is now part of the Fifth As- 
sembly. District. 


Fought for a Principle. 
It was Mr. Curry’s willingness to 
go to fight for what he regarded as: 
a principle that did much to~bring 


about his election. Five years ago he 
did: not: hesitate to take issue with 
Mr. Smith, Judge Foley and Judge 
Olvany by insisting that the leader 
to succeed the late Charles F. Mur- 
phy, like Mr. Murphy, must be a 
district leader. This position, which

He 
has been tireless in the pursuit of 
ng for his constituents and in giv- 
ng relief to:the needy... His stron 
appeal has been made through what. 
is generally known as petty politics, 
attention to the minutiae of district 
organization, but it is this attention 
to details which,has made him a 
power in the organization and helped 
to bring about his election. 

Mr. Sutry is second in length of 
service among the thirty-five dis- 
trict leaders, and this also helped to 
bring him support in an organiza- 
tion where.seniority is regarded as 
of prime importrance.

His father, Michael 
Curry, who was a cattle dealer, made 
his home in Forty-eighth Street to 
be near the cattle yards and Mr.

While still in his teens he became 
interested in politics: As soon as he 
became of age, he became a mem- 
ber of the Tammany district organi- 
zation and was appointed a clerk in 
the office of the Receiver of Taxes, 
where, he served from September, 
1897, to Dec. 31, 1902. In the Fall of 
that year he was elected to the As+ 
sembly where he served: two terms. 
Mr. Curry’s service in the isla-. 
tur was not conspicuous, except for. 
his advocacy for the first time of the. 
five-cent fare to Coney Island. As 
introducer of..a bill providing for 
such.a fare, he. became the original 
five-cent fare advocate and this won 
him considerable popularity. He was 
the author of a law to permit. the 
Police Commissioner to appoint as 
many ney patrolmen each year as 
the growth of the city required.

OPPOSES FREE ENTRY 
OF PHILIPPINE SUGAR 


G. T. Cameron, San Francisco 
Publisher, Links Tariff to 
Island Independence. 





The proposal to continue to allow 
Philippine sugar free entry in the re- 
vision of the tariff was discussed yes- 


terday by George T. Cameron, pub-. 


lisher of The San Francisco Chron- 
icle, in an interview. Mr. Cameron is 
attending the meeting of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion at the Waldorf. 

“This question of the status of the 
Philippine Islands,’’ he said, ‘‘is be- 
fore the American people today by 
reason of: the question immediately 
raised as to the free entry of Philip- 
pine sugar into the United States. If 
the steadily increasing output of sug- 
ar is permitted continued free entry 
into this country, it will be possible 
within a reasonable time for the 
Philippines to produce all the sugar 
which this country will require, and 
thereby destroy the sugar interests 
in the Hawaiian Islands and elimi- 
nate beet growing in this country and 
cause consequent unemployment in 
this branch of American labor.

They should have their own loca!

Byrd discovered, on Jan. 27 last, a 
new island and fourteen mountain 
peaks. He named these peaks the 
‘Rockefeller Mountains’’ in honor of 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., who had be- 
friended the expedition; ‘‘a man who 
with his great power stands for 
progress, steady as a rock in the 
chaos and turmoil of life,’’ the Com- 
mander wrote. in telling why he 
chose the name. 

Yesterday it became known that 
Mr. Rockefeller had sent a message 
to Commander Byrd at Little Amer- 
ica thanking him for the honor. Mr. 
Rockefeller’s message said: 

“Just back from Egypt, I have 
learned of the honor you have done 
me in giving a mountain range the 
name Rockefeller. I am most ap- 
preciative of your thought of me in 
connection with the remarkable work 
of exploration which is being so suc- 
cessfully’ carried on under your 
leadership. 

“But your own safety and the 
safety of your men is worth more 
than all the mountain ranges in the 
world, and with everybody here at 
home I earnestly hope and pray for 
your: safe return from: the hazards 
which you are so gallantly en- 
countering. 

“Again let me express my thanks 
for the consideration which you have 
shown me, and my best wishes for 
the complete success of your expedi- 
tion. I am proud to be your friend.

its-aims ‘‘the detection, prevention 
and suppression. of crime. and the 
prosecution of criminals.’’ 

The association will not attempt to 
start a reform movement,’ but will 
delve into the reasons why so many 
criminals.are at liberty and why: so 
few are arrested, its sponsors ex- 
plained. 

To carry on its investigation, the 
association plans soon to take per- 
manent quarters and hire trained in- 
-vestigators, Its first president is 
George W. Norris, Governor of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Philadel- 
phie, who is one of the incorpora- 
ors 

“The necessity for the new. associa- 

tion arises from the fact that many 
crimes against life and property are 
not followed by arrests, and of those 
arrested an alarming number are > 
leased: either by magistrates, the 
grand jury or the failure to bring 
them to trial,’ Mr. Norris asserted. 
- The private cost to banks and 
Yingncial institutions in the fight 
against criminals is enormous. For 
the Federal Reserve Bank alone we 
pay $140,000 a year for the hiring of 
guards, armored cars and insurance 
en shipments of coin. The new asso- 
ciation hopes to insure better pro- 
tection.”’

Max Simon, 19 years old, of 238 
South Ninth Street, Brooklyn, a prod- 
uct of the lower east side, the prose- 
cutor said, had admitted that he fired 
the ,shot..\ which, killed. the . grocer, 
Jacob Kremenetz, when the latter 
resisted rob . Simon pleaded guilty 
to murder in the second degree and 
is liable to a sentence of from twen- 
ty-five years to life imprisonment. 

Nathan Sherman, 19, of 826 Fox 
Street, the Bronx, and Solomon Sha- 
Ee 17, of 968 Fourth-fourth Street, 

rooklyn, who had preceded Simon 
into the store to distract the grocer’s 
attention, each pleaded guilty to man- 
slaughter in the first degree, the 
maximum sentence of which is twenty 
~— imprisonment. All three will 

e sentenced on May 1. 

In answer to the court’s question 
why the recommendations for accep- 
tance of the lesser pleas had been 
made, Mr. O’Brien said that it would 
not have been possible to convict the 
youths of first-degree murder on 
which all three were indicted because 
there were no witnesses.

Britten Assails Gibson Offer. 


The only fly in the ointment as far 
as Washington reaction is concerned 
is Representative Fred A. Britten 
ef Illinois, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs of the House of 
Representatives.

Temps. Finds ‘Better Prospect 
Than Ever Before’—Debats Links 
Plan to War Debts.

PARIS, April 23.—The declaration 
made yesterday at Geneva by Am- 
bassador Gibson has reawakened 
hopes: here that the Preparatory Dis- 
armament Commission will yet fur- 
nish a plausible basis for the re- 
opening of a. practical discussion of 
disarmament. 

The French press is naturally 
pleased that the French naval thesis 
of 1827 has been adopted as a basis 
by the United States. The papers

armament ‘negotiations. 

“Mr. Gibson’s statement,’’ says 
Le Temps, ‘‘has completely altered 
the situation and the reply made by 
Lord Cushendun has produced a most 
favorable impression.

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“NO SPOON-FED AMATEUR.” . 

This phrase, which the new leader 
of Tammany Hall, JoHN F. CURRY, 
applied in 1924 to certain aspirants 
to succeed CHARLES F’. MURPHY, can- 
not be retorted upon Mr. CURRY 
himself, He is an intrepid veteran of 
district wars; skilled in combative 
speech; possessed of that form of 
Celtic. gallantry which impels him 
to cast the one negative vote in 
assemblies already committed to a 
program which it is desired to make 
unanimous. In his day he’ has been 
a district revolutionist, overthrow- 
ing Police Judge MACMAHON for the 
leadership of the Fifth Assembly 
District. He has held many offiees. 
Now Commissioner of Records: of 
the Surrogates’ Court, he is the ap- 
propriate beneficiary of the fight he 
has led ever since Mr. MURPHY’S 
death for the elevation of a district 
leader to first place in Tammany 
Hall. 

It is through the Interborough’s 
seven-cent fare suit that Mr. CURRY 
has come to power. In that sense 
he owes his election to the majority 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. For had it failed to decide 
the Interborough case in favor of 
the contentions of the Walker Ad- 
ministration, the Mayor would not 
have felt strong enough to support 
the district-leader movement alone. 
In that case, the view of ALFRED E.

But the Re- 
publican managers have repeatedly 
found that they do not need to cater 
for the farm vote, which always falls 
into line for them, no matter how 
angry the preliminary protests, and 
will think it perfectly safe to treat 
the renewed threat of a political 
revolution in the Republican farming 
States as wholly negligible. 
However, as the Deacon who owned 
the one-hoss shay remarked, “ Logic 
is logic, that’s all I say.” The eco- 
nomic and political logic behind the 
debenture plan is almost exactly the 
game as that behind the system: of 
protective tariffs. If the former is 
rejected as harmful to the true na- 
tional interest, the latter ought to 
be. But it won’t be. A little thing 
like glaring inconsistency never yet 
overturned a party policy. 


MAINE A POWER STATION. 


Twenty years ago Maine was 
possessed with the belief that in- 
dustries were yearning to go down 
East and use her store of surplus 

electric power. “Shall Maine be 
made a power station?” That was 
the question. Maine answered, No, 
and the Fernald act put that neg- 
ative on the statute book. Time 
passed. There- was no banging of 
strangers at the gates. Couldn’t 
some of the Birigo electrical energy 
be sold to customers in other 
States? In 1925 the people voted 
that so much excess power, beyond 
the needs of the State, as might be 
‘extracted from the tides of Passa- 
maquoddy Bay, might be ‘sold out- 
side. Favor continued to run on the 
side of the exporters. The Legis- 
lature has passed, subject to a pop- 
ular referendum in September, an 
elaborate act, curious in some re- 
spects, to Provide for the Exporta- 
tion of Surplus Power. 

We needn’t go into its provisions 
further than to point out what seems 
to be a misapprehension. One sec- 
tion declares that if any part of the 
law be declared unconstitutional the 
whole shall be void. The permittee 
to whom or which the Public Utili- 
ties Commission has given the right 
to sell surplus power is to pay the 
State an “ excise tax” of 4 per cent 
on the gross receipts of the sale. 
Not only from the name of the law, 
but since in all discussions of the 
subject that we have seen, “ exported 
power,” “export tax,” and the like 
are invariably .used, it is natural 
to assume that the Legislature at 
Augusta misinterpreted the constitu- 
tional prohibition that: 

No State shall, without the con- 
sent of Congress, lay any imposts 
or duties on imports or exports, 
except what may be absolutely 
necessary for executing its in- 
spection laws. 

This has been held by the Su- 
preme Court to refer to imports 
from and exports to foreign coun- 
tries, not to those between State 
and State. Former Governor BAx- 
TER, an old friend of stay-at-home 
“ white coal,” supports the Exporta- 
tion of Surplus Power act. Hitherto, 
he says, the power companies have 
always resisted an export tax, nor 
would they admit its validity. Now 
they admit the people’s right to tax 
exported power. «That tax can be 
raised or. lowered, he says, accord- 
ing to conditions. In short, the ex- 
port tax, smelling sweeter by its 
other name, ‘Can be used to reduce 
“or even to entirely prevent the ex- 
“port of power should a need and 
“market for all the power arise

THE PROPOSED “ TREASURY 

The Treasury’s proposal that its 
present methods of short-term bor- 
rowing be supplemented by issue of 
similar short loans, purely ona dis- 
count. basis, is clearly an outcome 
of existing money-market._ condi- 
tions. Under the present system, no 
government obligations may be 
placed: for a lower price than par. 
The result has been that, whenever 
money tightened, even short-term 
loans which had been subscribed at 
par sold in the open market at a 
loss. The nine-months 4% per cent 
certificates which were put out at 
par last month are selling now at 
99%; the one-year 4% per cents 
which were similarly placed last De- 
cember bring only 9932. The new 
suggestion, which the Finance Com- 
mittees of House and Senate have 
embodied in bilis, is that the Treas- 
ury be allowed the alternative of 
offering to the highest bidders 
“Treasury bills on a discount basis 
“and payable at maturing without 
“ interest.” , 

This is a system long pursued by 
the British Treasury, whose short- 
term financing has been defined as 
consisting of Exchequer bills bearing 
interest and redeemable on maturity 
at par, and Treasury bills issued at 
a discount and paid off at par. In 
the first week.of the present month, 
for instance, £40,000,000 of three- 
months Treasury bills were placed 
in the London market at £98 13s 7d 
per £100. That represented a dis- 
count of slightly more than 11-3 per 
cent and was equivalent to an inter- 
est rate between 51-3 and 5% per 
cent per annum, or approximately 
the open-market discount rate. 

The particular present advantage 
of adopting this alternative system, 
as set forth yesterday by our Treas- 
ury, is that the offering of such 
short obligations for competitive 
bids would “enable the Treasury to 
“ get the lowest discount rates con- 
“ gistent with current market condi- 
“ tions,” and that it would make pos- 
sible borrowing at dates when the 
money market might be more favor- 
able than on the regular quarter- 
days. The only objection likely to 
be made to the plan is a matter of 
sentiment.’ Our Treasury has sold 
no United States Government obli- 
gations for less than par since the 
earliest borrowings of the Civil War, 
and the fact is frequently alleged as 
a ground for national pride, as in a 
way it is. Yet the achievement has 
had to be paid for—sometimes, as in 
the later Civil War loans, by the 
exorbitantly high interest rate which 
was required in order to float the 
bonds at par; sometimes, as in the 
sequel to our Liberty Loans of 1917 
and 1918, by a subsequent heavy 
depreciation of the principal.

Men are profiting more than 
women by the recent social and 
economic emancipation of women, 
according to LILLIAN SYMES. She 
is a feminist who admits in the May 
Harper’s that she is “ slightly tired” 
of a losing game. The “new man” 
is getting more fun, more leisure, 
more money and less onerous re- 
sponsibility than the “new woman.” 
She is honest in her offer to behave 
like a gentleman, to share equally 
in obligations and in privileges. He 
accepts her offer, and the plan 
works out to his advantage. Emo- 
tionally, physically, financially, the 
woman takes the heavy end of the 
load, and the man feels that he is 
behaving handsomely in meeting her 
modern feministic ideas half way. 
Some of the young women—well- 
dressed, well-informed, good-look- 
ing experimenters in independence 
—ate beginning to resent the lack 
of gallantry in gentlemen who are 
willing to let them be as indepen- 
dent as they like. 

Old-fashioned ladies knew that it 
was_not safe to make generous of- 
fers to men. The latter were sure 
to accept. The better educated 
young ladies of today do not offer. 
They insist. They are determined 
to keep their jobs, to share house- 
hold expenses fifty-fifty, to have 
and to give complete personal free- 
dom. Married and bringing up 
children, they accept the additional 
burdens. and still cling to their half 
of all other responsibilities. The 
men they know—those they work 
with, their husbands, their friends— 
gave up protesting long ago. When 
they discovered how well feminism 
worked for them, they forgot all 
about the rather shocked objections 
made in the early days.

SUBWAYS AND INTEREST RATES 


Controller BERRY’S announcement 
that the new subway construction 
notes, on which he is about to call 
for bids, will bear interest at the 


.| Tate of 5% per cent opens an inter- 


esting chapter in the history of sub- 


way finance. These are four-year 


notes, complying with the Board of 
Estimate’s policy, adopted on the 
recommendation of Mr. DELANEY, 
chairman of the Board of Transpor- 
tation, under which the city will 
raise out of taxes a large part of 
the money it needs for the construc- 
tion of the new municipal subway 
system. The amount of the present 
issue is $52,000,000; it is part of a 
total authorization of $318,000,000. 
The first instalment was. marketed 
@ year ago, after the Controller, in a 
court action, had unsuccessfully op- 
posed the decision of his colleagues 
on the board. At that time the rate 
was 4 per cent, -During the past 
year conditions over which the city 
has had no control have contracted 
the money market and required it to 
pay more for its borrowings. 

While the city is not to blame for 
this added charge, the.rise, if long 
enough maintained, may compel it 
to do a little new figuring on the 
subway account. All the old esti- 
mates of the cost of digging the new 
subways and all the rosy hopes that 
cling to the five-cent fare rest on an 
interest rate of 4%, per cent. A 5% 
per cent rate will play havoc with 
them. Mr. DELANEY may retort that 
this is‘'an added argument for his 
modified pay-as-you-go scheme. On 
the notes in question, for example, 
the high interest rate will be paid 
only for five years instead of the 
customary fifty. But other notes 
will. follow, perhaps at the same 
rate. A long-term bond, even issued 
under present market conditions, 
would carry no such coupon. 

Ne such development as this 
figured in the calculations of Mr. 
DELANEY or Mr. UNTERMYER. They 
counted on obtaining their funds, at 
least for new construction, at the 
lower figure. This was to result in 
great economies and to make smooth 
the path of the devotees of the five- 
cent fare. Other factors equally in- 
calculable may arise from time to 
time to upset their calculations. 


THE KING’S RECOVERY. 


. King GEoRGE’s message, quite 
apart from its political import, 
is a document of wide human 
interest. Upon no other living man 
has so much sympathy centred dur- 
ing the long months of his illness 
and to no other sickroom has medi- 
cal science brought such varied 
skills. St. George’s Day will: have 
a new significance in its celebration 
of an unprecedented victory over 
the dragon of disease. The King’s 
expression of gratitude to his own 
people has something of a poignant 
quality, as if he had before longed 
for an assurance of their affection 
which only his long illness had 
brought him. 

Particularly appealing is his “ new 
moving hope” that such good-will 
as has been shown to him by other 
countries may somehow be carried 
to the common good: 

I long to believe it: possible that 
experiences such as mine may soon 
‘appear no longer exceptional: when 
the. national anxieties of all. the 
people of the world shall be felt as 
a common source of human sympa- 
thy and a common claim on human 
friendship.

con. The. British authorities have 


every few miles. They had ‘not got 


round to. Eddystone, but they could 
plead that the need of the radio 
beacon was greater at other points. 
It is a comparatively new develop- 
ment of science, and the British 
lighthouse board is not in the 
habit of neglecting the interests of. 
shipping. 

With a radio compass, which also 
is a modern invention—a frame and 
coil of wire that may be rotated so 
as to get the bearing of a radio 
signal from a lighthouse—a ship 
should be in no danger in a fog, 
however thick. The exact location 
of the ship can be worked out. 
Harbor entrances can be made safe- 
ly and collisions with other ships 
similarly equipped avoided. When 
the Eddystone gets its radio beacon 
there should never be another acci- 
dent like that of the liner Paris. 
Most of the larger ships afloat are 
now equipped with radio compasses 
to take radio bearings. The radio 
beacon transmits signals on a time 
schedule. 

The United States can claim the 
greatest number of radio beacons. 
Eight years ago the approaches to 
New York harbor were thus pro- 
tected. So well are the Atlantic, 
Gulf and Pacific coasts covered 
with signals having a range of from 
100 to 200 miles that a ship near 
the coast can pick up one or more 
warnings. It has been estimated 
that the system spreads out over a 
sea area of 1,000,000 square miles. 
The sirens, whistles, bells and other 
sound signals reach a sea area of 
only 10,000 square miles. Therefore | 
the radio beacon is indispensable. 

The whole question of safety at 
sea is being dealt with by the Inter- 
national Conference which began its 
deliberations in London last week. 


Among the proposals made by the 
American delegation none is more 
important than the equipping of 
every ship with a radio compass to 
get its bearings from direction-find- 
ing stations. Phe Americans recom- 


mend also that life-saving signals 
be made international and that sys- 
tems of buoys and buoy-lighting 


be the same in all channels and on

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Greater 
energy in pushing plans for the beau- 
tification of Washington before the 
Washington bicentennial of 1932 was 
urged today by the American Insti- 
tute of Architects at the opening ses- 
sions of its convention here.

were assailed in an address by C. 
Herrick Hammond of Chicago, presi- 
dent of the institute, who called upon 
the architects to act as ‘‘ambassa- 
dors of happiness and beauty’’ in 
bringing about nation-wide recogni- 
tion ‘of the needs of the ‘‘Federal 
city.’’ es 
The institute in resolutions de- 
clared that the predominance of Fed- 
eral buildings generally in this city 
was threatened by commercial build- 
ings of disproportionate heights. 
“It was the intent of. the found- 
ers,’”’ said the resolutions, ‘that 
Washington should be primarily the 
Federal city, and that private de- 
velopment should be based on such 
conditions as thought reasonable by 
the President for regulating the fha- 
terials and. manner, of the, buildings 
and improvements generally. The 
American Institute of Architects 
places itself on record in support of 
the general principle that commer- 
cial buildings should be subordinat- 
ed to government projects in the na- 


—— | tional capital.’’ 


Warns of Many Obstacles. 


The report of the board of direc- 
tors. warned that in the development 
of Washington there was a tremen- 
dous task ahead, with many obsta- 


cles tg ovecome. 

“Yn recognition of this,’’ the report 
added, ‘‘we pledge our support to 
the administration .in its etfort to 
bring to.a. glorious realization the 
dream of L’Kinfant and Washington. 
We trust that Congress will cacry 
out the desires of the planning com- 
mission by providing tunds.for the 
purchase of park property and the 
preservation of e gorge of. the 
Potomac.”’ 

The report stated that ‘‘the in- 
spiration of. the Chicago World’s 
Fair gave: courage to ose inter- 
ested in the capital city oe under 
the leadership of Burnham, McKim, 
Saint-Gaudens. and Olmstead the 
original plan for Washington was 
revived. 

It said further that under ’ Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. the Mall was saved, 
the railroad grade crossing elimi- 
nated and the Fine: Arts Commis- 
sion created; that under President 
Taft the site of the Lincoln. Me- 
morial was established, and ‘‘during 
the administration of. President Cool- 
idge actual accomplishments have 
given his administration .a foremost 
place in the history of the develop- 
ment of Washington.’’ President 
Hoover was commended for continu- 
ing Secretary Mellon in charge of 
the public building prograia. 

“‘Amazing progress’’ in the develop- 
meént of Washington was reported by 
the institute's committee on the na- 
tional capital, of which Horace Ww. 
Peaslee is chairman. 

‘In five years,’’ the committee’s 
report said, ‘‘almost unbelievable ac- 
complishments have been made. The 
national capitol has its planning 
commission. The planning commis- 
sion has evolved competitive plans 
for the District of Columbia and for 
the entire region. It has the sym- 
pathetic and active support of a cor- 
responding Maryland’ planning com- 
mission, with ample legal backing. 
It has received the beginnings of sup- 
port from a similar Virginia planning 
commission. . 

*‘Not only have plans of vast scope 
been developed but they have been 
actively gotten under way. The 
Legislative branch of the govern- 
ment has been liberal in its appro- 
priations, the executive branch sym- 
pathetic. 

“The country at large has caught 
the idea of a great capital truly rep- 
resentative of the genius and power 
of the nation, and from every State 
has come organized support.’

‘Maximum Penalty May Be 5 Years 
in Prison and $5,000 Fine— 
Appeal Is Sought. 





‘With a pamphlet on sex which she 
had originally written eleven years 
ago for her two sons, then aged 11 
and 14, as the sole evidence presen.- 
ed against her, Mrs. Mary Ware 


Dennett of 81 Singer Street, Astoria, 
gray-haired, kindly-looking matron, 
Was convicted: yesterday in the Fed- 
eral Court in Brooklyn of sending ob- 
Scene matter through the mail. 

A jury comprised ‘mestly of married 
men who professed never to have 
read any of the writings of Have- 
lock Ellis or H,. L. Mencken con- 
victed Mrs. Dennett in forty minutes. 
She faces a maximum. sentence of 
five years in prison or a fine of 
$5,000 or both. 

Judge Warren B. Burrows of New 
London, Conn:, who’ is sitting tem- 
porarily in the Brooklyn court, will 
hear argument tomorrow morning on 
a motion to set aside the judgment 
&@nd grant a new trial. He served no- 
tice, however, on Morris L. Ernsx, 
counsel for the, convicted woman, 
that he had already largely miade up 
his mind what his decision should be. 

Mrs. Dennett, quivering a trifle 
from the shock of the verdict, said 
as she left the court in the parole of 
her attorney, with her two grown 
gons at her side, that she .was .at 
least glad most of the strain upon 
her was over. 

“T want to. make it clear,’’. she 
said, ‘‘that there was never a thought 
of profit .in the publication of the 
pamphlet. Instead, it has been a 
eonsiderable expense.’’ 


Defense Witnesses Ruled Out. 

Mrs. Dennett’s brochure, entitled 
“The Sex Side of Life, an Explana- 
tion for Young People,’’ had been 
printed in The Medical Review of 


Reviews, circulated by Y. M. C. A’ /t 


gecretaries, ordered by health, relig- 
fous and civic agencies, used in the 
Bronxville school system and en- 
dorsed by clergymen and writers, in- 


cluding Ellis and Mencken, over a 
period of ten years. 

No evidence of this, however, 
reached the jury. Judge Burrows 
ruled that testimony along this line 
from Mrs. Dennett would be imma- 
terial and irrelevant. He also banned 
on the same grounds a long list of 
witnesses, including physicians, pro- 
fessors and social workers, who were 
prepared to tell of their use and 
opinion of the pamphlet. 

Among those whom Mr. Ernst said 
he would have called to the stand 
were Professor Edward .J..Allen of 
Seth Low’ Junior College, Columbia 
University; Dr. Goodwin Watson of 
Teachers College, Columbia; Harri- 
son S. Elliott of Union Theological 
Seminary; Willard W. Beaty, Super- 
intendent of the Bronxville public 
schools; Dr. Robert L. Dickenson, 
secretary of the Maternal Council; 
Margaret Quayle, a church director 
of girls’ work, and Jess Perlman of 
the Associated Guidance Bureau. 

Abel J. Gregg of the national coun- 
cil of the Y. M. C. A. did reach the 
witness chair, but the beginning of 
his examination brought the objec- 
tion from Assistant Federal. Attor- 
ney James E. Wilkinson which was 
sustained by the judge. 

‘The question of the distribution 
of the pamphlet does not seem to 
me a matter for, the jury,’’ Judge 
Burrows said, adding that the opin- 
ion. of others did not enter into the 
case. The sentiment of the jury 
alone should determine whether the 
pamphlet offended “the common 
sense of decency and: modesty of the 
community,’’ te declared. 

“Here we have the Y. M. C. A., 
the school system and Columbia Uni- 
versity prescribing this pamphlet, 
and that fact is being kept awa 
from the jury,’’ Mr, Ernst protested. 
The argument on the admissibility 
of the evidence took place in the ab- 
sence of the jury, which had been 
escorted from the court room. 


Prosecution Bars Seven From Jury. 


Not a single prospective juror was 
challenged by Mr. Ernst when the 
panel was chosen in the morning. 
Mr. Wilkinson, who was flanked by 
other members of the Brooklyn Fed- 
eral Attorney’s staff and Canon Wil- 
liam Sheafe Chase, rector of Christ 
Church, Brooklyn, and superinten- 
dent of the.

I. R. T. NET INCOME 
DOUBLED IN MARCH 


Increase of $391,939 Over 1928 
Month Due to Rise in Gross and 
Drop in Operating Cost. 





The net income of the Interbor- 
ough Rapid Transit Company in 
March was almost double that in 
March, 1928,.a report issued yester- 
day disclosed. The gain is due to 
an increase in gross revenues and a 
decline in operating and mainte- 
nance expenditures and taxes. If 
the dividend rental on the 5 per cent 
Manhattan Railway modified guar- 
anteed stock is not included, the net 
income was $914,126, while net after 
the unpaid 5 per cent rental amount- 
ed to $682,255, an increase of $391,- 
939 in both cases, amounting to ‘75 
per cent before Manhattan rental 
and to 135 per cent after that rental. 

For the nine months ended March 
31, 1929, however, net income showed 
a decline of $219,073, due to an in- 
crease in operating expenses and 
maintenance exceeding the increase 
in gross revenues, and despite lower 
taxes than in the same period of the 
previous year. Net income for the 
nine months, before Manhattan rent- 
al, was $3,890,754, and after Man- 
hattan rental $1,803,917. This rental 
al not been paid since Sept. 30, 

Gross revenue of $6,283,363 in 
March was $245,939 higher than in 
March last year, while expenses 
were $104,968 lower, at $3,595,957, the 
first month in some time to show a 
decline in this item. .Taxes were 
again lower, by $40,680,.and totaled 
$204,197 for the month, leaving net 
earnings of ,483,209, ‘an increase 
of $391,588 over March last year. 

Rentals paid amounted to $426,293, 
a gain of $3,250, while charges were 
$3,601 lower, at $1,142,790, leaving net

But Company’s. Decision is Not 
Likely Till After Argument 
on Federal Suits. 





Acting through Herman A. Metz, 
One of its three representatives on 
the Intérborough’s board of direc- 
tors, the Transit Commission moved 
yesterday to obtain the company’s 
cooperation in its program for rapid 
transit unification. Mr. Metz sub- 
mitted to his fellow-directors not 
only the unification plan now pend- 
ing before the Board of Estimate, 
but_also the commission’s notice that 
it was willing at any time to discuss 
with.the company the settlement of 
the “suspense account’’ of nearly 
$12,000,000 which the city holds has 
been improperly charged to operat- 
ing expenses since June 22, 1915.

He 
submitted the unification plan to his 
fellow-directors and urged that they 
give it serious consideration. The 
same course was followed: with re- 
gard to the commission’s notice that 
it was ready to discuss settlement of 
the ‘“‘suspense account.’’ Both mat- 
ters were referred to the board’s 
executive committee, of which Mr.

PASSES FIFTEENTH HOUR 





Must Stay Up More Than 22 to Beat 
Mark of Mrs. Thaden—Starts 
With 210 Gallons of Fuel. 





At 2:45 this morning Elinor Smith, 
girl. pilot of Freeport and veteran of 
endurance flights, had been in the 
air fifteen hours and four minutes on 
her latest attempt to regain the solo 
endurance flying record for women, 
which she lost last month to a Pa- 
cific Coast pilot. She was flying at 
about 1,000 feet around the markers 
set by flood and boundary lights at 
Roosevelt and Mitchel Fields. 

Her plane, a new Bellanca cabin 
monoplane, powered with a Wright 
Whirlwind engine, was shipped here 
specially for the flight. This is the 
girl’s second endurance flight of the 
year. She established her former 
record, 13% hours, on -Jan.. 31, a 


mark which she passed at 12:55 this 
morning. 

Miss Smith took: off ‘at’ 11:40:44 
A. M. yesterday after a short run 
with the heavily loaded Bellanca. The 
plane carried 210 gallons, enough for 
forty hours’. flying. . 

The flier must remain in the air’ 
more than 22 hours 3° minutes and 
12 seconds to pass the record held by 
Mrs, Louise McPhetridge Thaden. of 
Los Angeles. The Western woman

“The appointment of Bates,’’ said 
the announcement, ‘‘is a culmination 
of many years of effort on the part 
of Assistant Attorney General. Wille- 
brandt, in charge of the prison di- 
vision, to make this division one of 
the major scientific branches of the 
government.”’ 

Mr. Bates, who will succeed Albert 
H. Conner, will-.take. office June.1. 
Conner will stay in the department 
as long as required to aid the new 
superintendent. to. familiarize : him- 
self with his duties. 

Mr. Bates’s acceptance of the super- 
intendency came after Mrs. Wille- 
brandt had endeavored for more than 
three years to.persuade him to enter 
the government service. He declined 
the office, however, because the sal- 
ary was less t he received in 
Massachusetts. Recent changes in 
government salary rating permitted 
an increase in the pay of the Super- 
intendent of Prisons, and Mr. Bates 
then accepted. 

His duties will include’ the admin- 
istration of five large Federal pris- 
ons and the disbursement of appro- 

riations amounting to about-:$10,- 

,000 annually. te 

“Tt is the purpose of the depart- 
ment under Mr. Bates,’ said the an- 
nouncement, ‘‘to study the methods 


jand improve the administration of 


paroles and probation.’’

a FREE TRIP ON LINER : 


Piyeaos of New York Zoological 
: Park Praises ‘Splendid Service to 
' | Science’ of ‘English’ Society. 


‘ A new and rare ambassador of 
Fgopd-wilt? has gone -forth from the 
United States to England. ‘The new 
“envoy is Libby, a @year-old pygmy 
“hippopotamus, belonging to the spe- 
cies known to science as hippotamus 
Aliberiensis. 

;, Announcement of Libby’s departure 
“for London was made yesterday by 
,the New York Zoological Society, 
“which has sent the little hippo to 
the London Zoological Society as a 
gift, in recognition of the one-hun- 
dredth, anniversary, of the ‘establish- 
‘ment ‘of the London Zoological -Gar- 
den, which will be rege gam “next 
Monday. 


When Libby departed for London 


on April 13 on the steamship Minne- 


waska.a message of.congratulation, 


was sent by Dr. W. Reid Blair, di- 
rector of the New York Zoological 
Park, to Dr. P, Chalmers Mitchell, 
secretary of the London society, ask- 
ing Dr. Mitchell td’ aécept the gift 
as a mark of respect for the “‘splen- 
did service to science and the zoo- 


logical -world. generally’’ performed 
by the London oo.. Dr. Mitchell re- 
plied accepting the gift and request- 
ing that the New York society send 
a representative to the celebration. 
William White Niles, secretary of 
the New York Zoological Society, 
has been designated to act in this 
ca acity. 

“The pygmy hippopotamus, which 
the New York Zoological Society is 
presenting to its sister institution, is 
a gift commensurate with the im- 
portance of the. occasion,’’ Dr. Blair 
said yesterday. ‘It is a ‘worthy rep- 
resentative of a mammalian species 
that is still rded as a zoological 
rarity. Although the huge Nile hip- 
popotamus has .been known. from 
the days:of:.antiquity,..it was only 
in the year 1844 that the existence 
of the pygmy hippopotamus was first 
-discoveréd, and it. was not until 1912 
that the first specimens of y 
hippo to be exhi ited in a zoological 
garden were found in Liberia, West 
Africa, by Major Hans Schomburgk, 
military attaché of the Liberian le- 
gation at London. . 

‘Major Schomburgk gs been en- 
gaged by the late Carl Hagenbeck 
to undertake a quest for s hith- 
erto practicalh ~ unknown species. 
After overcoming many difficulties 
he finally succeeded in capturing 
five specimens,, which were brought 
to Hamburg.. Of that number the 
New York oological Park acquired 
jy males and one female, at a cost 

5,000. The female is the mother 
p= the animal sent to London. Since 
their arrival in July, 1912, the ani- 
mals have thriven amazingly and the 
original pair have to date presented 
the park with numerous progeny, 
five in number. Their value is placed 
a ,000 ‘each.” 

Libby ‘is a thoroughly " healthy 
specimen, with a shiny black hide 
that fits skin-tight over her rotund 
frame. Her mouth when open is of 
fairly good size, though not quite 
so cavernous as that of her cousin, 
the Nile hippo. 

Becatise of the high mission on 
which Libby has gone,.the Atlantic 
Transport Line, owner of the Minne- 
waska, granted her free passage. She 
made the trip in the special care of 
the horse foreman.

Deadlock for Past Year. 


The Lehigh Valley has long been 
desired by the New. York Central. 


The Wabash was included among the 
roads which the Baltimore & Ohio 
named in a merger petition filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
recently. Majority interests in both 
the Lehigh Valley and the: Wabash 
have been held, however, by the 
Pennsylvania. The deadlock in the 
Eastern situation which has existed 
for nearly a year has been particu- 
larly irksome to the Van Sweringens, 
who seek to unify their Chesapeake 
& Ohio, Nickel Plate, Erie and Pére 
Marquette with lines which they do 
not now control. 

With the Pennsylvania out of direct 
corporete relationship with the Le- 
high Valley and the Wabash, the en- 
tire balance of power in the East 
would be changed.

erto been found only in Orange, 
Seminole and Lake Counties, in cen- 
tral Flordia, has been discovered as 
far north as Ocala and reported seen 
as far south as Miami. Dr. Charles 
A. Campbell, entomologist of Rollin 
College here, said: 

“The presence of the Mediter- 
ranean fly in Florida necessitates a 
warfare of continental dimensions. 
While the boll weevil confines itself 
largely to cotton, this new arrival 


is no respecter of fruits and vege- 
tables but attacks some seventy vari- 
eties and is ‘capable of prolific 
progeny.”

BROOKLYN PLANS FILED 
FOR 75-STORY HOTEL 


Are Subject to Drastic Changes, 
Member of the Jonas Owning 
Syndicate Admits. 


Plans were recently filed, it was 
ascertained yesterday, in the Brook- 
lyn Bureau of Buildings for a sev- 
enty-five-story hotel to occupy the 
easterly blockfront of Clinton Street, 
200 feet front with 200 feet on Mon- 
tague Street and 259 fect on Remsen 
Street. The estimated cost is placed 
at $15,000,000 and the height of the 
proposed structure was given as 836 
feet, which would be the second-tall- 
est edifice for which plans have been 


filed in New York City, the tallest 
being the new Bank of the Manhat- 
tan building at Wall and Pine Streets, 
for which the plans, filed a few days 
ago. give a height of 840 feet. 

e€ owning company of the pro- 
jected Brooklyn operation is the 
Longbrook Corporation of 115 Broad- 
way, Manhattan, of which Ralph 
Jonas of the law firm of Jonas & 
Neuburger is the head. 

Notwithstanding the suing of the 
plans, it was learned that the own- 
ing company is making no prepara- 
tions to carry out ‘the project imme- 
diately. The situation was explained 
by Sydney R. Newman, a member of 
the law firm as well as of the realty 
holding syndicate. 

“The RB ans in the Brooklyn Bureau 
of Buildings were filed three or four 
weeks ago,”’ he said. ‘“‘They were 
filed, as were scores of others, to 
take advantage of the height limit 
of buildings under the law existing 
prior to the recent signing of the 
new multiple dwellings law by Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt. They are, in effect, 
tentative plans, and are subject to 
drastic modifications before any ac- 
tual building work begins. In addi- 
tion, there is no possibility of doing 
any immediate construction because 
on some of the structures on the 
property there are leases which still 
have three years to run.’’. 

The Clinton Street blockfront, which 
was acquired about a year ago by 
the Jonas interests, is occupied by 
the old Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Building, which was vacated several 
months ago. Ralph Jonas has been 
active in Brooklyn affairs for sev- 
eral years. He has a home on Jorale- 
mon Street and was formerly presi- 
dent of the Brooklyn Chamber of 
Commerce... He is also chairman of 
the board of trustees of the Long 
Island University, a trustee of .Adel- 
phi College, a director of the Manu- 
facturers Trust Company and a di- 
rector of several other commercial 
and charitable organizations.

and Car Equipment—Safety

The Long Island Railroad has 
spent. more than $32,000,000 in addi- 
tions and extensions to its property 
and equipment during the last five 
years, according to an announcement 
made yesterday. Last year $4,000,000 
was spent by the railroad in improv- 
ox Fe transportation plant. 

the 1928 improvement program 
the largest single item was $1, 
for new locomotive and car equip- 
ment. Real estate purchases amount- 
td to-nearly $500,000, while electrifi- 
cation of yards and sidings cost $360 
The construction of new bridges 
and trestles, improvements in rails 
and trackage and additional freight 
and pena station facilities cost 
$417, during the year. 

Automatic train control, block sig- 
nals and extension of telephone, tele- 
graph and lighting circuits, power 
transmission and distributing lines 
cost $301,800. The elimination. of 
grade crossing gates and other safe- 
ty devices at crossings cost $356,300. 

The announcement concludes with 
the statement that further improve- 
ments are dependent on ‘‘the main- 
tenance of a fair return on the money 
already invested in the company’s 
property and the establishment of a 
sound credit basis attractive to new 
capital.’’

Hlinois House Places Measures on 
Calendar Despite Protests: 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 23 ).— 
Overruling, an unfavorable committee 
report, the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives voted today to place on 
the calendar two bills designed to

The bills exempt the two Exchanges’ 
from qualifying their issues under 
the State blue-sky -law, -a. privilege 
already extended to the New York, 
Boston and Chicago Exchanges. .- 

The Committee on Banks and 
Banking had voted the unfavorable 
report on the contention that passage 
of the bills would bring about a 
break-down of the State blue-sky 
laws. This contention was answered 
with the declaration that operation 
of the three Exchanges previously 
exempted had not had that result. 
It was predicted that when the Board 
of Trade entered the securities field
